Industry's  Pension  Plans  Don't 
Receive  Tax  Favoritism,  Says  NAM 


Private  pension  plans  are  not 
the  recipients  of  tax  subsidies  or 
other  forms  of  tax  favoritism,  the 
National  Association  of  Manufac- 
turers ‘Said  recerttly. 

In  prepared  commentary  on  a 
Congressional  Joint  Economic 
Committee  staff  report  critical  of 
private  pension  pdans,  entitled 
“Old  Age  Income  Assurance:  An 
Outline  of  Issues  and  Alternative,” 
NAM  said  that  an  employer’s  con- 
tribution to  a pension  fund  is  an 
“ordinary  and  necessary”  business 
expense.  “In  determining  the  em- 
ployer’s net  income  subject  to  tax, 
it  is  immaterial  to  him  w'hether 
the  amount  'is  paid  as  a pension 
contribution,  or  as  wages.  Such  a 
deduction  clearly  is  no  more  a 
tax  incentive  'than  is  a deduction 
allowed  for  a wage  payment,” 
NAM  asserted. 

Similarly,  NAM  continued,  tax- 
ing an  employee  only  when  he 
recevies  the  employer’s  contribu- 


tion to  the  pension  plan  is  far 
from  a subsidy.  “Even  with  im- 
mediate vesting,  the  employee  gen- 
eihlly  cannot  withdraw  the  vested 
portion  until  retirement.  Thus,  -no 
current  tax-paying  capacity  is  cre- 
ated,” NAM  noted. 


TAX  TIMING 


Private  perision  plan  partici- 
pantls,  in  fact,  are  treated  no  dif- 
ferently than  the  six  million  fed- 
eral and  nine  million  state  and 
local  government  employees  who 
are  not  taxed  on  their  employer’s 
contribution  until  , it  is  received, 
NAM  observed. 

“Taken  together,  all  of  these 
situations  add  up  to  a consistent 
rule  of  taxation.  . .The  fc^bear- 
anoe  of  tax  until  income  is -received 
is  a matter  of  tax  timing  and  not 
tax  exemption,”  NAM  tated.

Major  Foundations  Give  Over 
$572  Million  to  Education 


Eduoa'ti^cn  received  grants  of 
$572  million  last  year  from  the 
nation’s  major  foundations,  the 
Russetll  Sage  Foundation  reported 
r-eoemtly. 

The  total  grants  in  1966  by  6,300 
foundations  studied  by  Russell 
Sage  Pounda'tion  came  to  $1.2  bil- 
lion. Grants  to  education  were 
slightly  less  than  shown  in  a sim- 
ilar surve:y  three  years  ago,  but 
education  still  hi&aded  -the  list  fol- 
lowed by  welfare,  international 
activities,  health,  sciences,  religion 
and  the  humanities. 


There  was  a conisiderable  in- 
oraese  in  grants  for  international 
affairs,  but  aid  to  the  physical 
sciences,  which  have  been  heavily 
'subsidized  by  Government  agen- 
cies, dropped  from  $18  million  to 
$5  million  in  the  three  years. 

Among  the  largest  educational 
grants  in  1966  were  $50  million  by 
the  Ford  Foundation  to  60  colleges 
and  $6  million  to  the  National 
Educational  Television  and  Radio 
Center  in  New  York:  and  $1,5111,- 
Oolumbia  University  for  continu- 
000  by  the  Kellogg  Foundation  to 
ing  education.

'In  its  conclusion,  NAM  reminded 
Congress  that  Ihe  original  purpose 
of  the  Social  Security  System  was 
to  pay  benefits  to  retired  workers 
and  'their  families.  “It  should  re- 
tain its  chaiaoter  las  a basic  public 
rotir-ement  system,”  NAM  said. 

SUGGEST  EXPANSION 

There  are  limits  to  the  public’s 
ability  and  deske  -to  support  con- 
tinuous 'inc^reases  in  the  system, 
it  continued.  “If  public  and  pri- 
vate plans  are  -to  co-exist  and  if 
. . .the  expansion  of  theSocial 
Security  System  is  ’apfwoaching  a 
level  beyond  which  it  would  be 
unwise  to  go,  it  would  follow  that 
tile  principal  means  in  which  ot-d- 
age  income  'assurance  could  be  ex- 
panded is  'through  private  pension 
plans.”  the  NAM  statement  con- 
cluded. 
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“In  serving  its  cammunity,  each 
newspaper  must  bring  to  bear  its 
own  enterprise,  ccui'age,  independ- 
ence and  integrity  wl.h  whatever 
relative  economic  sirengtii  and 
journalistic  resources  it  may  have 
at  ils  dcsposal.  Thus,  neither  the 
size  of  a newspaper,  its  country 
or  its  community  determines  the 
relative  measure  ‘of  its  effort  er 
achievement.

When  'this  occurs.  “Man  has  no 
need  to  rely  upon  God  or  be  grate- 
ful to  him,”  siays  Dr.  Petersen. 

How  can  people  avoid  'this  pit- 
fall?  What  can  they  do  to  overcome 
the  awesome  temptations  pla- 
guing mankind  'today?  “The  most 
important  thing  for  us  to  do,”  says 
Dr.  Petersen,  “is  to  keep  our  eyes 
on  the  Prophet  and  not  on  the  out- 
side world.”
